Watching him play the 
sexy Hughes to perfection, 
critics have said that this 
is the role that has given 
Leo his wings. 

His performance caught 
the eyes of the Golden 
Globe award bosses who’ve 
nominated Leo in the best 
actor category, and he’s 
being tipped for an Oscar. 

“This is a man who was 
already very wealthy, who 
could have led any life he 
wanted, yet he went out 
there and set the world
